On a Massachusetts ^,|>roject, a 
short concrete road, the" estimsited 
cost it at the rate of $127,864 a mile, 
nus* is the highest average cost per 
mile so far shown in any Federal aid 
road. A bituminous bridt or cwncrete 
road in Ohio will average |67i716 a 
mile and 7.14 miles of concrete or{ 
brick in Pennsylvania will average 
$64,016, while another project in 
Pennsylvania will average $66,448, 
per mile.

Why Good Caftde Pay 

Just' to illustrate that it is 
about as easy to discount the ben- 
efits of good blood in live stock 
breeding as it is to try to dry up 
the ocean with a sponge here are 
some figures conccimiilg the 
butcher standards of a good and 
medium steer. In the case of a 
good steer the loin cuts, which 
are high priced, constitute 16 3-4 
per cent by weight, as compared 
with 15 1-2 per cent in a medium 
steer. The rib cuts compose 
9 3-4 per cent in the better class 
of steer and only 7 3-4 per cent in 
the medium animal. The round, 
which is medium priced, consti- 
tues 21 per cent in a good steer, 
and 26 1-2 per cent in a medium 
steer, vyhile the chuck, a low- 
priced cut composes 24 per cent 
of a medium steer. The tniscel- 
laneous cuts in a good steer ag- 
gregate 13 per cent an^ only 11 
per cent in the ' medium steer. 
These figures indicate that the 
good steer carries a greater per^ 
centage of hig^ priced cuts and a 
lower percentage of ^ the medium 
priced and cheaper cuts than does 
the medium steer, although the 
animals may be fed similar 
tions. This divergence in meat 
make-up at market Ti'nie imist be 
attributed to breeding. 

Two shipments of steers which 
recently arrived on one of the 
large central markets also are of 
interest in disclosing the breed 
ing facts. One lot of good steers 
weighed, on the average 1,186 
pounds and sold at $15J0 per 
hundred, their dressing percent- 
age averaging 61 per cent. These 
steers carried 6 3-4 per cent of in- 
side fat while their cost pound 
dressed and ready for sale to the 
consumer, was was 22 1-2 cents. 
The medium lot of steers aver 
aged 963 pounds and sold at 
$13.30. These cattle dressed 54 
per cent, and carried 4 per cent 
of inside fat, aud cost 22 cents a 
pound when dressed and ready 
for consumption. Subsequently 
the meat from the good steers 
sold for one cent a pound more 
than that from the medium steers 
which resulted, in jan increa|ed 
profit to the butcher of approsd- 
mately half a cent a pound, de- 
spite the fact that the good steers 
cost originally 2 cents a pound 
more than the medium steers. 
Furthermore, the inside fat was 
worth considsrably more in good 
steers than it was in their lower 
quality mates. The well bred 
lot of cattle sold for an average 
of $181.46 apiece, while the poor- 
er steers brought only $127.80 
an animal, a (Ufference of $53.38 
a head in favor of the better bred 
cattle. 

There is no possible reaso^why 
stockmen and farmers jjSbuld 
waste their time and tie up and 
jeopardize their capital m the 
purchase and feeding or breeding 
of inferior stock. The suprema- 
cy of the better bred animals is 
practically infallible. They, other 
conditions being equal, will yield 
dependable profits which are as 
certain as the coming of day af- 
ter a night of gloom. It does 
not take niuch capital for any 
farmer, be he the owner of a few 
head of stock or possessor of eX' 
tensive flocks and herds, to begin 
improvement work to better his 
live s^ock resotirces. AU t^t is 
ne^essafy' is that he purchase 
and use purebred sires in the grad 
ing up and betterment of the 
progeny.
